Mrs, Browning, the former Alice 
Brown, and mother of two smalt 
chlldran, received a broken Jaw and 
multiple facial cuts and bruises In 
the accident that caused her hus- 
band's death. 

The accident was discovered short- 
ly after It happened by Mr. and Mrs. 
Leo alee, who were driving toward 
their home In Ooodlng. 

Mrs. Rice brought Mrs. Brown- 
ing to the Ooodlng hoipltol and no- 
tified Coroner J. R. Cromwell who 
went to the scene of the accident 
where Rice bad remained with Mr. 
Browning's body. 

According to a hospital physician, 
Mrs. Browning said the accident oc- 



curred when her husband applied 
the brakes and tded to stop . to 
avoid hitting several head ot horses 
on the highway. She said the motor- 
cycle flipped over, striking one of 
the animals. 

DnlU recently, Mr. Browning, a 
World war n vetermn, was a stu- 
dent ot photography at a CoUIomla 
university. He was a free-lance 
photographer. 

In addlUon to his wUe and two 
children, bis survtvora include his 
mother, Mrs. Claire Browning, Jer- 
ome.

ment controls over consiuner credit 
will end tomorrow night, but a sur- 
vey showed todoy that there will be 
no quick return to the "easy credit 
terms" of prewar years. 

For the last six years. Uie govern- 
ment has told merchants how much 
down payment they must charge 
cutomers tor a long list of articles, 
from bedsprtngs to automobiles. 

The controls went Into effect ScpL 
IMl. Under regulaUon W. the 
govenuncnt for the first Ume regu- 
lated direct consumer credit, rtqulr- 
Ing 30 to 33 1/3 per cent down and 
the balance In IS months. Signs

U. S. if Sugar 
Price Boosted 

WASHINGTON. Oct. 31 (U.PJ- 
Prlce ceilings on sugar die at mid- 
night tonight, but Bovcmmcnt offi- 
cials say there ti so much sugar or 
hand now that price boosts by 
grocers would be plain and simple 
"gouging." 

•Tliero Is absolutely no excuse for 
higher prices on suBar," said ofll- 
clals in the department ot agricul- 
ture sugar branch. 

Sugar price cellln^s^ vary with 
each eommunlly, but u'nd«r'contn)l4 
the average today Is about 10 cents 
a pound, department statistics 
ohowcd. 

The end of sugar controls 
also mark tho end of on cm. They 
were the first emergency food con- 
trol to come and the last to go. 

The basic law which save Secy, 
of Agriculture Clinton P. Anderson 
power both to set ceilings and to 
ration sugar expires at mldnlRhl. 
Consumer rationing at the corner 
grocery was taken off lost June. 
Commercial rationing ended a 
month later. 

The approaching dcml^ of nit 
control lioa sent some houscwlvui 
into "panic" buying In some Kcctlons. 
particularly the west. Government 
offlclali said such buying Is silly; 
there Is lots of sugar. 

J. Frank Grimes, president of the 
Independent Grocers alliance, snld 
In Chlcofio that prices may advance 
up to tlvo cents a pound. He Indi- 
cated that housewife hoardlnn would 
be to blame, and said tho advance 
would bo tempornrj-. 

Oovernment official n said Uiey 
expected any price raises to be scat- 
tered, and expressed hopo that buyer 
resistance -would bring price "gouB- 
ers" quickly Into line. 

As for the supply situation, they 
pointed out Uiat a near-record 
sugar beet crop Is anticipated tills 
year. Besides the aovemment pur- 
chased tho entire Cuban crop for 
solo to refiners.

Conservation for 
Existing Projects 
Vital, Kulp Says 

PHOENIX. Arts., Oct. 31 m— 
Conservation of our present vratcr 
development and Irrigated land Is 
OS much » pari of reclamation ns 
bringing water to raw desert land. 
Mark R. Kulp, Idaho reclamation 
engineer and former president of 
the Association of Western State 
Engineers, declared today. 

"It takes a long time to lestore 
tho productivity of Irrigated land 
that has been ruined by alkali or 
eroelon." Kulp said In a speech at 
the National Reclamation associa- 
tion convention. "Erosion Is the 
fault of the Individual fanner, but 
olkoU caused by a high water Uble 
Is a community problem." 

He explained tliat canal losses 
are a major contributing factor 
In causing high water tables and 
that deep percolation losses from 
over-Irrigated lands also contribute. 
Kulp urged reduction of canal 
losses by lining and reduction of 
field looses fay careful Irrigation 
in avoiding use of too much water. 

"Some of our Irrigated soils have 
been exploited and some have 
escaped exploitation only because 
water was limited and had to bo 
used clllclcntb'." Kulp declared. 
"Some by careful vae of water and 
good management "Is aa productive 
as ever after a hundred years of 
continuous Irrigation, while some 
by lavish use of water and poor 
management has been ruined In one 
generation."

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SOUTHERN IDAHO HIGHWAYS 
Roads arc always a cootroTental Issue, and 
the new cut-off between Bliss and Wendell 
has set off something of a chain reaction. 

The state highway department has be«n 
ploying around with this new cut-off for 
more than a year, and now that It's open, 
through traffic to Boise Is enjoying the mora 
direct route, with a considerable saving In 
mileage. 

But the new cut-off misses Ooodtng, plac- 
ing that community at some disadvantage. 
Consequently. Ooodlng Is reported to have 
suggested combining forces with Pocatello 
to get a new highway between American 
Falls and Gooding, thus "reducing the dis- 
tance between Pocatello and central Idaho 
by 40 to 60 miles." 

That proposal In turn brings a protest from 
former Gov, C. A. Bottolfsen of Arco. exe- 
cutive secretary of the Yellowstone-Sun Val- 
ley Highway association. He Insists that 
"eidstlng highways should be fully improved 
before attention Is- given to new routes.** 

As we understand tt, the cut-off between 
BUss and Wendell Is only a portion of a new 
road which wlU also miss Wendell and Jerome 
In taking a tangent across the desert, thence 
eastward north of the rlm-to-rlm bridge 
to connect with the main northslde high- 
way to Rupert and Pocatello. 

Perhaps the completion of that road will 
also bring protests from Wendell and Jerome 
hut tt will serve Its purpose nevertheless as 
a first class through highway. 

Both the north and south sides should 
reconcile themselves to one obvious fact, 
that trunkllne highways can no longer be 
directed through all local communities. 
When a new federal highway Is finally devel- 
oped on the south side, chances ore it wUi 
miss those communities now located on the 
present old US-30. prolMXbly even Twin Falls. 

Our main highways nowadays must be 
hullt for greater speed, greater safety and 
shorter distances. Farm to market roads 
and those connecthut the eltles with the 
"express" ar^rles will definitely fall Into a 
aecondory system. 

That^ progress and nothing wlU be gained 
by putting obstacles In Its way. 



HOLLYWOOD INQUIRY 

The menace of communism In the United 
States Is serious enough that we cannot af- 
ford to combat tt by unintelligent methods. 
Yet there Is certainly questionable Intelli- 
gence In the procedure of the house un- 
American activities committee In Its Investi- 
gation of the comrades In the movie Industry. 

The committee has introduced no films 
whose plots or dialogue advocate an over- 
throw of this government. It has produced no 
pictorial evidence that screen writers, direc- 
tors, actors or produocrs ore presenting this 
government as war-mongerlng and Imperial- 
istic, or are suggesting that American 
capitalism Is erU. decadent and doomed to 
early destruction. 

Instead, the committee seems Intent chief- 
ly on collecting names of communists or sus- 
pected communists, although the FBI prob- 
ably could have given them aU the names 
they needed without the expense of hauling 
several million dollars worth of movie big- 
shots to Washington. 

Film writers, directors or actors are not 
the final Judges of what the public sees. If a 
writer tried to Inject Moscow-Inspired sen- 
timents Into a script very often, he would 
likely find himself out of a job. And Holly- 
wood paj-s Its better writers the kind of eat- 
ing money that would make the most dedi- 
cated comrade think twice before killing the 
source of the 18-karat eggs. 

Perhaps the Thomas committee Is only 
concerned with bringing HoUj-wood's com- 
munists and crypto-communlsts Into the 
open, with maybe the hope that their em- 
ployers would fire them. 



BETTER TO WAIT 

While It Is discouraging to learn there is 
no prospect of Twin Falls county's new hos- 
pital being erected. In the Immediate future, 
the county commissioners have advanced 
good reasons for the delay. 

Much as the county needs a new hospital 
to reheve the seriously overtaxed conditions 
at the present Institution, there vrauld be 
little logic In getting out on a limb by starting 
construction now. 

As the com m ission era have exjilalned. 
building costs have increased to such an 
extent that It Is Impossible right at present 
to build the type of hospital that Is needed. 
The hospital bond Issue, approved by the 
taxpayers a year ago, would not be sufficient 
to cover present day costs.

POLITICAL— Speaker Martin Is wlUlns to help 
Europe, as ho has told hU audiences In the wesL But 
he will not stand tor a waste of the American people's 
mmey, even In a humanitarian cause. 

There may be a political angle to congreulonnl 
Itepulillcans' plan to give a hard look at the so-called 
Marshall plan. In tlic Republlcana* present-itay 
political books. It Is quite possible that the secretary 
of state may l>c President Truman's runnlns-mato 
next year. It would, as every OOP leoder admits, 
make a formldablo ^late. 

So, If the Republlcuii.-. can dkeredlt or dlmlnl.ih 
the Marshall plan, they think that they may weaken 
the appeal of a Truman-Marshall ticket In IMS. 

WORBTEZt— The BepubUcans. Incidentally, are defi- 
nitely worried over the prospect of a Ttuman -Marshall 
team-up.

Is less prepared to resist surprise attack than Kawall 
and the Philippines were In IMl. 

That Is the conclusion ot Ralph B, Mooro ot the 
United Preu after talking to "high brass, low brass 
and no brass." and visiting what's left of our defensive 
forces tn Alaska. 

What makes Moore's ofcoerratloiu striking Is the 
tact that In these days of trans-polar fIlgh^ our 
Alaskan outpost Is more Important, delense-wue, than 
was Pearl BBtt>or or Corregldor. That's because 
Alaska Is not only an Important outpost tor defense, 
but once captured, could twcome an enemy base from 
which to launch air attacks against key dtles of the 
United SUtes. 

ItH only 1.S00 miles from I^dd field. Fairbanks, to 
SeatUe. ^d l.TOO mUes to Portland.

This union Intended these slogans 
to hurL It did not follow that they 
were harmless Just because nobody 
really believed them. In many other 
cases, the boss vermin of the union 
racket have placarded premises with 
lies which the public knew to be 
lien. Aiul when 100.000 customers 
quit In tear of punishment as scabs, 
the preposterous hurls as much as 
tho .tnith, Still the supreme court 
called these little white lies.

Such cases of child neilect as 
tliese seldom reach the courts, be- 
cause society rarely condemns a 
parent If the child Is provided with 
even the moat makeshift csre, or If 
the reason behind the neglect It 
respectable. 

The Judge, who was aa disturbed 
over a couple's leaving a baby alone 
In a parked car to attend a lecture 
on culture as If ihey had parked 
him outside a tavem. Is a lenslble 
realist. The Important thing Is the 
child's neglect, not what the par- 
ents are up to while they are neg- 
lecting him.
